Retreat— General Fitzhugh Lee's 
Appointment. 

Havana, April 15. — ^The columns of 
troops commanded by Generals Suarez, 
Inclan and Ecbavarria, and Colonel 
Devos, the latter commanding the Al- 
fonso XIII battalion, left Mariel, at tho 
northern end of the military line across 
the province of Pinar del Rio, by diller- 
ent roads. Colonel Devos, in jiassing 
the |ilnntatioii of San Clandio, met the 
insurgent vanguard, consisting of liOO 
cavalry. The latter retreated and were 
pursued by the troops. Suddenly the 
insurgents ap[)eared on tlie neiirliboring 
heights, hut were driven from them by 
the soldiers. 

Near Lechusa a force of 5,000 insur- 
gents attempted to sarround the Alfonso 
Xin battalion, and tlie latter were com- 
pelled to retreat. The soldiers fought 
well in retreating, and at the expiration 
of 'two hours ' they reached the landing 
jilace at San Claudio and fortified them- 
selves while protected by the iire of the 
artillery. The iiis'urt.'ents, however, 
siieceeded in iin.'^hiiif; the soldiers on to 
San Claudio. There the battalion was 
reinforced by a gunboat, ;ind soon after 
the columns of troops commanded by 
Gen. Inclan arrived on the scene and 
probably saved Col. Devos' command 
from a severe handling. 

Proceedings are to be taken aeainst 
Gen. Fscliavarria with the view of ascer- 
taining why he failed to support the 
operations of the other columns to re- 
lieve the Alfonso XIII battalion.

To THE Bditob:— In yoar issue of this 
morning au anooymdas person takes 
part in the correspondence which passed 
between Mr. Barnard and iiiyselt under 
our own names. This is not " playing 
the game," and tliu letter of " Uonser- 
vative " is iinotlier instiuiee of tlie fact 
that when anonymity appears veracity 
■disappears. 

It is a pity that " Consorvativo " does 
not even ayree witli Mr. Barnard in liis 
statement of facts. Mr. Barnard says, 
to usi liiij own words, Fortunately lor 
me the Sentinel was lately inu'eliased by 
Mr. Hewitt Hostock." " Conservative " 
now says that this is only "half of the 
truth," and that Mr. Bostock employed 
Mr. Bailey to act for him in the negotia- 
tions. It seems that I was wrong in 
takin<5 Mr. liarnard's statement as cor- 
rect. Or perhaps Mr. Barnard will say 
I am wrong in accepting '' Conserva- 
tive's ' ' account of the transaction. I 
leave them to iigbt it out between them- 
selves. 

There is no doubt about my state- 
ment. I said "the purchaser" assum- 
ed the liabilities, and that I had seen 
the covenant in the instrument indem- 
nifying the orij^inal proprietors, the 
vendors, from Jlr. Barnartrs claim, tlie 
result of which was to make Mr. Jiarn- 
ard's claim a good one, wliilo formerly 
it was risky. If Mr. Barnard is right 
and Mr. Bostock was the purchaser, my 
statement is correct. If Mr. Barnard is 
wrong, and " Coiisorvative " is right 
that iMr. Bostock employed an agent in 
the matter my statement is sti'l correct; 
Mr. Bostock would be responsible for 
the act of his acent. The fact remains 
the same in either case ; the risky secur- 
ity became a good one and the purubasur, 
whoever he was, principal or agent, car- 
ried out his covenant witli the original 
proprietors and paid off Mr. Barnard. 
" Conservative " should have taken the 
])recantion before writing to your paper 
to reliearse the facts witli Mr. Jiarnard. 

i>ui I wish to be fair to i\lr. Barnard, 
audi may say that when ho stated that 
Mr. Bostock |)UrcliaS('d the Sentinel he 
staled what \v;i9 corriiet; consequently I 
felt that in answering his letter any at- 
tempt to cavil at or reline his etalenienl 
would have been nothing less than a 
quibble on my part, which would have 
laid meojien to justly adverse criticism. 

I regret that '' Conservative " in dis- 
cussing the matter should have so de- 
parted from honorable methods as to 
deliberately misquote me in order to gain 
a temporary mean advantage. He says 
"Mr. Martin was called upon to-day to 
produce the document to which he re- 
ferred and which he said could be seen 
by anyone. It sufEceth to say that the 
document in question was not at 
liand." A reference to my letter 
v^ill prove that what I said was : "I 
shall be happy to procure the document 
in question for anyone who wishes to see 
it."

He said not to 
go to the trouble. I told him it was no 
trouble, and that I would either procure 
the document for him at once or give 
him a written order to inspect it at 
Kamloops, when he returned. He inti- 
mated that lie v.ould like to see it at 
Kandooi)S, bnt that " it made no difier- 
once." I tolil him to let itie know if he 
wanted tlie order to inspect and 1 would 
give it to hini. He then left the otlice. 

Without, of course, any reflection on 
Mr. Cecil Ward I may say tluit 1 con- 
sidered it advi,"able to hold this conve,-- 
sation in the presence of a witness, and 
Mr. Ward will agree with me, in view of 
the statements in your paper this morn- 
ing by " Conservative," that iriy precau- 
tion was necessary. Yesterday, after 
Mr. Ward left, I sent for the document.

Manitoba, seem to be determined that 
they will not allow the minority the 
privileges which they claim as their 
rif;ht. T!ie Government has ab;-oliUuly 
rejected-aii arrangement precisely simi- 
lar to that wliicli has been voluntarily 
adopted by the majorities in Nova .Sco- 
tia, New Brunswick and, to some 
extent, Prince Edward Island. They 
know, or ought to know, tliat the 
compromise agreed upon by the 
people of the Maritime Provinces 
has worked well. Tliat it lias pul iin 
end to disputes and disagreenieuta in 
those provinces with reapeot to the com- 
mon schools. And it must be remem- 
bered that the majority in all those pro- 
vinces arte strongly opposed to separate 
Bcliools and denominational ))iiblic edu- 
cation. Yet they, witbout coercion or 
without legal enactment for the sake of 
peace and fair play, were willing to 
meet their Roman Catholic neighbors 
half way. But no such disposition as 
that has been displayed by the Pro- 
testants of Manitoba. They were deter- 
mined to have their own way and what 
they have obtained thoy are evidently 
resolved to keep. There is no " give 
and take " among them. 

It may be said, and it is said, that the 
harsh measures resorted to by the Dom- 
inion Government have soured the Man- 
itobans and have caused them to be in- 
disposed to settle the difficulty in a 
neighborly way. But those who say 
tiiia forget, or do not choose to remem- 
ber, tliat four or live years elapsed after 
the passage of the law before the minor- 
ity found that they could appeal to the 
Dominion Government for a redress of 
their grievance. During that interval 
the Dominion Government, although 
they were urged l)y iiersons supposed 
to liave great influence wilh them to in- 
terfere ill the educational afl'airs of Man- 
itoba, firmly refused to meddle with its 
school legislation. The Dominion were 
begged and prayed to disallow ^he 
School Act, 1890, but they refused to do 
so ou the ground that it was within the 
competence of the Provincial Legislature 
to pass such a law and that it was 
against llie i)rincii)le and the policy of 
the Government to disallow acts known 
to be constitutional. There are men, if 
we do not mistake, in the ranks of tbe 
Opposition who blame Sir John Mac- 
donald's Government for not then inter- 
fereing with Manitoba to nullify the 
school law which it bad under tiie Con- 
stitution the power to enact. Here tbe 
government pursued the policy of non- 
interference because non-interference 
was consti'.utional. Then afterwards 
when the minority appealed to the Do- 
minion Government against the act of 
of the Manitoba Legislature, as they had 
under tbe Odnslitulion a jiurfect right to 
do. the Dominion sent the iielitiun totlie 
Manitoba IJovi^rnment with an urgent 
and most res|)ectfnl request to settle the 
matter in a friendly way. There was no 
harshness nor even oflicial stiffness or 
formality in this appeal. But the Man- 
itoba Government refusfd to entertain 
it. They even neglected to Inform th(^ 
Legislative Assenilily that such an a|i- 
])eal bad l)uen rccu'ived. The (iovern- 
ment of tbe Province was evidently de- 
termined to continue in the course on 
w'.iichithad entered, perfectly regardless 
of the complaints and prayers of the 
minority and the remonstrances of the 
friends of peace and concord in the otlier 
provinces. 

Has anything hapiiened lately to con- 
vince anyone that the majority in Mani- 
toba liad begun to sympathise with the 
Gatholic minority? Tliere were not any 
indicaiions of sympathy apparent during 
the election campiiign. The school (jnes- 
tion was the issue, in fact the only issue 
of that election, and the representatives 
of the majority were for the law, the 
whole law, and nothing but the law. 

Then, through the interposition of 8ir 
Donald Smith, Mr. Greenway was pre- 
vailed upon to receive a commiBsion 
from Ottawa charged with overtures of 
peace. ' But that commission was de- 
nounced by the newspaper organ of the 
Government as a " farce,"and it roundly 
said that Mr. Green\yay and the members 
of the Government appointed to meet the 
Ottawa ConmiissionerB, "d(fre" not 
make any arrangement which was in 
any.re8pept contrary to the will of the 
majority as it had but a few weeks pre- 
viously been expressed at the polls. 
And now when there is a prospect of the 
remedial bill being withdrawn, the organ 
of the Manitoba Government, instead of 



holding out the olive branch to the dis- 
appointed_miiiorityp triumpha over tbem 
in the'most offenslv'e Svay', tiiid declarcB 
openly that the hope o£ any redress by 
means of iiu appeal to the Parliament of 
the Dominion will bu from this time 
forth futile. It is tiuite evident that 
Mr. Greenway, even if lie had the will 
to redress the grievance of the minority, 
which is not by any means certain, lias 
not the power to do so. He is nothing 
more than a tool in the hands of a 
majority which has shown Itself to be 
opposed to anything in the shape of a 
compromise.

FIOHTTNa FISHERS. 

There is war on the Columbia river 
between the llsJiermen of Oregon and 
the fishermen of Washington. When 
the fishing season commenced the can- 
nerson the Columbia decided that they 
could not afford to pay more than four 
cents a pound for salmon. The fisher- 
nien demanded live cents a poun<l. The 
canners were firm, so the fishermen went 
on strike. The trap fishers on the Wash- 
ington side of the river were willing to 
agree to sell tlieir fish for 
four cents a pound. This enraged 
the gill net tisliermun of Ore- 
gon and the}' determined that the 
trap men should have no lisb to sell. 
The Oregon toilers of the seaorganized a 
raid on the traps of the trappers, doing 
considerable damage. The Washington 
men resented this infringeniont on the 
liberty of tbe citizen and they called 
a meeting, at which resohitiinis were 
passed, asserting their right to catch fish 
in any way that they found convenient, 
and to sell them at such a price as they 
considered fair. They also called upon 
the Goverimr of the state to protect 
them while pursuing their lawful avoca- 
tion in a lawful way. 

Governor McGraw responded pronij)t- 
ly to the call and sent a detaclunent of 
the State militia to protect the salmon 
trapters. He also conferred with the 
Governor of Oregon to consider the best 
means of keeping the peace between the 
irate fishermen on the two sides of the 
river, 

"I have come," the Governor of 
Washington said, " to consult with Giov- 1 
ernor L(jr(las to the best means of pro- 1 
cccding in bringing to justice tbe purpe- i 
tcators of the high-handed outrage at 
the mouth of the Columbia river, wiierei 
the property of citizens of AVaabington, i 
fully abitling within the law of that 
State, was destroyed by men coming 
from the State of Oregon, simply because 
the methods used in fishing oft 
the Washington side difFerpd from 
those jiraclised by the Oregon men. 
My talk with Governor Lord has been 
enunently satisfectory, he being em- 
[ihatic in his declaration that the law 
will be enforcetl, anil that such persons 
as may have participated in the destroy- 
ing of fish traps iit Ilwaco will be 
promptly siirreiulerod on rei|iiisitiori, 
when tbe sln^riff aikl |>roseoiiting attor- 
ney of Pacific county are prepared to 
identify any of the iiriiiciiials. " 

8])eaking of his iiclion in ordering a 
company of the V\ ashi ngton militia to 
iiatiol tbe Ci.)luiiibia river, he said: 
" I'rijin the showing made liy Sheriff 
Kuney, I considered it my duty to send 
to the scene a sutlicient force to ad- 
inmister the law and protect the pro- 
perty of citizens, This is not a question 
of flsbing.or tbe likes or dislikes of 
a certain set of fishermen.

There is no sliullliiig here, no pander- 
iiig to flu; violators of the law and the 
di:it,iirlierH of the peace, liecause they 
happen to have votes which may be 
cast against the party to which the 
i.iovernor belongs at the election next 
November. Governors McGraw and 
Lord lire determined that the law in 
Wiisliiiigtoii and ()rei;ou must be sn- 
jireiiie, no iiiattor how the voters may 
i:fist tlieir ballots. Such tiovernors ile- 
s;!rve the support, moral and |)olitieal, 
of all intelligent and law-abiding citi- 
zens, and it is to be hoped they will get 
it whenever it suits them to appeal to 
the people at the polls. It is onlr by 
taking a linn stand and by acting with 
proiiipliK^ss and detcrni inatioii that the 
laws of the land can bo upheld by the 
autlioritiea. It should never be forgotten 
that when Governors and other magis^ 
trates assert the supremacy of the law 
effectively they are the friends of the 
whole community and of neighboring 
eomninniiioH. Few opponents in pol- 
ities are quite aH much indebted to tboiii 
as are tbe men of their own partj'. It 
is to the interest of all that the law 
sliould be respected and obeyed.

Capi'AIN IiiviNi; thuu;^hL thai the rail- 
way isof sucli imjiortaiice to thee niutry 
that the House should kill this resolu- 
tion. 

Mil. BooTn sympathized with tiie res- 
olution to a curtain extent, but he could 
not ugree withtliai portion which sought 
to bind the government for some future 
date, when the conditions may be en- 
tirely diOerent. He approved of the 
recent action of the government, as he 
thouirht it would have been suicidal to 
accept the ofl'er submitted to them, and 
to express such approval without at- 
tempting to deal with tlie linaiicial po- 
sition of the province in the future, he 
moved to amend tlie reaolution liy 
striking out the words "as the province 
is not in a position to justify the giving 
of financial aid to this enterprise." 

Ml!. Williams coulendoil for the res 
olution as it originally stood, as he 
tliought it literally correct as an ex- 
pression of the present position. He 
thought that to pasa it would place the 
House and the government on record so 
that this British Pacific matter could 
not again be used aa an electioneering 
cry. 

Mr. Hklmckkn was gind to see the 
last speaker let the cat out of the hag by 
his 3tateuiL'iit that the effect of this 
resolution would be lo jirevent the gov- 
ernment from entering into any agree- 
ment with the coinyany in the future 
— for it was juatas well that that tact 
should i)6 known if such was the inten- 
tion of the iiuive'r. lie was op))OScd to 
hoth the ameiuliiieiit and the original 
resolution, as lliey start from erroneous 
premises, assuming as the linal propo- 
sition of the c(unpany \vliat was dis- 
tinctly stated in the oi rospondence to 
be the basid upon wliich negotiations 
might be opened up. The government 
have definitAly stated their readiness to 
assist the British Pacific in such a way 
aa to enable the line to be built, and the 
promoters felt that when they met a 
friendly government they could arrive at 
some satisfactory conclusion from the 
basis established at the opening of the 
correspondence. lie thought the gov- 
ernment had fallen into great error in 
assuming that the draft agreement laid 
before them contained the only condit- 
ions upon which tlie company would 
proceed with the undertaking; and 
this mistake having been cleared up lit 
thought the negotiations might well pro- 
-ceed and'be expected to terminate in an 
.arrangement so satisfactory that even 
the members of the opposition will be 
able to look favorably upon it. To pasa 
such a reBolution as now before the 
house would simply embarrass the gov- 
ernment in any future negotiations. 

Ho.N% .Mr. TuR.VKii— Kot at all. 

Mil. Hkl.mckkn was glad to hear from 
the Premier, for whom he had the 
greatest respect, liecause he had hojiea 
that that gentleman would yet be fully 
convinced that the interests of the prov- 
ince demand that such assistance shall 
bo given to this enterprise as will enable 
the railway to ho built. He would not 
go fully into the jiarticulars of the re- 
cent nugotiatioua, as they had been so 
fully set out ill tbo admirable s[)eech 
delivered by Mr. Ritliet at the public 
meeting in this city, but he simply 
wisbcil to say, a supporter of the gen- 
eral policy of the presuiit goveriinient, 
that he woiilil do al 1 he could to induce 
them lo lak(^ u|i this matter in Hiich a 
spirit that an arrangement satisfactory 
to all concerned may be arrived at. 

Mr. I'liKsTKit declared himself alto- 
gether ojiposud to this railway scheme 
aa he had beun from the beginning. To 
provide for this railway, he contend- 
ed, the taxes would have to 
be doubled, and the government dare 
not brim: forward such a pro- 
position. He did not believe that 
oven the liiiancial aid asked by the jiro- 
nioters of this railway \7nulil enable 
them to raise the necessary cajiital, and 
he felt it would lie a kindness to iheiii 
to pass tliirt n.'Bolution. 

The amendment was carried on a inirty 
division, and the rcs(dution as amended 
heini: put was also carried, iMessrs. 
Braden, Hi'.lnK'ken, ICitcben and 
Walkem aloni^ voting contrary. Mr. 
Rithet declined to vote, and therefore 
according to the rule of the iiouse wtis 
lornially recorded with the ayes.

After two hours disciissi^in the cum m it- 
tee rose and reported progress. 

UoN, Mb. EntiRTs introduced a bill to 
amend the bills of Sale act So BB to per- 
mit bills of sale from Cassiar to be regis- 
tered in Victoria. Read a first time. 

It being G o'clock the Speaker left the 
chair. 

After Recess. 

The house again went into committee 
on the game bill, which waa rejiorted 
crinplete with anieiulments. The con- 
ditional sales bill was then considered in 
committee and jirogress reported. 

Ho.v. Mn. Ti iiNnu, in moving that tho 
liou^e at its rising stand iidjourned until
